dedicated scientists and technicians at Allegany 


Ballistics Laboratory, man stands today at the 
very brink of the Space Age. 


Although the Pioneer, which was to have 


become a satellite of the moon, will not achieve 


this objective, it nevertheless has provided valu­ 


able data from outer space, where man hopes 


someday to travel. Beyond this function, the 


Pioneer represents a scientific achievement of 


major proportions. For the first time, thanks to 


the modified Vanguard third stage developed at 


ABL, a man made projectile has traveled fast 


enough to escape the earth's gravity for a time. 


That the third stage had never been flight tested 


before Saturday makes the feat an even greater 


one. 
The Cumberland area can be justly proud 


of the rocket research station near Pinto which 


has contributed so much to America s progress 


toward the Space Age. From the World War Ii 
days of the Bazooka rocket—a handy little in­ 
fantry weapon which stopped even the biggest

hour Vanguard. ABL has helped to keep Ameri­ 
can rocket development as far advanced as fed­ 
eral funds and planning would allow.

For one reason or another. Pioneer missed 
the moon, and seems now to he coming back 
toward the earth But wherever it goes, we can 
bt thankful that this time, America was first.

The American public school iv stem ta the product 
of the genius of Barnes Sears and H orale Mann who 
(ought for universal, compulsory education. Barnas 
Sears cam e from the town of Sandisfield in Massa- 
chuse!is which is poor country where I have a farm. 
He went to a little red schoolhouse which I have often 
visited and later to Brown I mversity. after receiving 
tuition and religious education from Hider Jesse H art­ 
well. the pastor of the Baptist Church which has since 
become a synagogue for the Jewish congregation at 
Mont v Ute 


Sear*, who was bom in the lowest agricultural 
eire um atinees, became president of Brown I ai* 
veraity <1853-67 > and eventually direr tor et the 
administration of the Peahod* 
Education lan d , 
founded bv George Peabody, and devoted himself 
to Negro education in the South. Sears was neither 
poor nor underprivileged, nor was he afraid lo seek 
an education because he rame from backward 
country. 


Horace Mann wa< born in Franklin, near Boston, 
under circumstances similar to those which Sear* 
encountered at birth. In their day there was no separa­ 
tion of church and stale in Massachusetts, an event 
which did not occur until 1833 Massachusetts wa* the 
pioneer rn general education, the Act of 1647 requiring 
every township which had Mi householders to estab­ 
lish a school for iii children. When there were HW 
anul.es, a gram m ar school wax established where 
t^atin and Creek were taught. The qualifications for 
tentering Harvard back in those day* were 
"Whoever shall be able to read Cicero, or any 
other like classical author, at sight and correctly and 
without assistance, to speak and write Latin, in prose 
m d verse, and to inflect exactly the paradigms of 
j reek nouns and verbs, has a right to expect to be 
admitted into the college 
and no one may claim 
admission without these qualifications '* 
It was this type of schooling that produced the 
great minds that built the I nited States. These men 
were not only clergymen, teachers and scholars, they 
were merchants, engineers, shipbuilders and shippers 
and their fleets were on all the seas They were the 
nen who carried the United States westward and 
jpened a great and new country. They had all been 
forced by the conditions of life to do with their hands; 
their minds were flexible and their bodies strong 


It is largely due to the influence ot these two men, 
Seals and Mann, that the concept of compulsory, gen­ 
eral education spread over the United States. Hoi ac# 
Mann, 
particularly, as head of the 
Massachusetts 
Board of Education, was able to forward this effort 
and he has come to be known nationally, although we 
really have to go hack to the law ol 1647 which was 
probably the first legislative act in the world to pro­ 
vide for free public education through the general 
taxation of all the people. 


Ii must never be forgotten that at the heart 
of this system was classical and religious educa­ 
tion. The < ollegiate School in New York City, 
which dates bick to 1628, was a parochial school 
of the Dutch Reformed Church. The Boston Latin 
School goes back lo 1613; it was a Congregational 
♦ 
parochial school. Both are still in existence. 


Even before the days of Sears and Mann, private 
academies came into existence, often endowed by 
private citizens or given land by the state. The first 
incorporated academy in Massachusetts was founded 
ay Judge Samuel Phillips in 1780. 


Thi* very incomplete and cursory account of this 
subject is given to call attention to the simple fact that 
those who want to tax elementary and high schools, of 
m y kind, for any reason, have forgotten what the 
United States is and how it cam e to be what it is. The 
enormous range of American freedom includes the 
basic doctrine that while education for children is gen­ 
eral and compulsory, the parent decides what kind of 
school the child is to go to and that there has always 
been a variety of schools from which the parents could 
select.
